—to discourage the giving of employment to men and 
women who evade an obligation or responsibility. 

—to encourage the use of constructive advertising and 
sales promotion only. 

—to discourage the use of advertising or sales promotion 
that makes insidious comparisons against men or 
merchandise. 

—to encourage the marking of merchandise in plain 
figures and a standard of one price. 

—to discourage the use of a variable price for different 
customers. 

—to encourage the moderation of competitive expense. 

—to discourage the expenditure of moneys simply to 
equal or excel a competitor’s expenditure. 

—to encourage the maintenance of business hours some- 
what in keeping with the dignity and magnitude of the 
industry. 

—to discourage the thought that the automotive industry 
is fundamentally different in its economics. 

—to encourage the use of earnest propaganda for con- 
vineing the public of the association’s business ability, 
financial strength and civic responsibility. 

—to discourage the sentiment that the automotive indus- 
try is lax in its business methods. 

—to encourage the acquirement of true legitimate profit, 
on business done. 

—to discourage the thought that half a loaf is better than 
no bread at all.
